WHEN THE STRAIN TELLS 
| 
Getting a close-u p look at President Hoov er 
? after more than a y ear and a half of the p resi­ 
dency constitu tes a liv ing p roof that the White 
Hou se is a try ing p lace for a man to liv e. The 
p resident looks older than he did when he went 
to Washing ton in the sp ring of 1929. 
Like his 
p redecessors, he has fou nd the p residency a job 
of terrific strain. 
\ 
All of this, of cou rse, is fairly well known; y et 
we need to hav e it imp ressed on u s frequ ently , 
so that p u blic sentiment can su p p ort the p resi­ 
dent in his qu ests for recreation and relax ation. 
It does not alway s do that. 
President Harding , for instance, was qu ite 
widely criticized for sp ending time on the g olf 
links. 
There was an u tterly u nju stified feeling 
that a p resident who p lay ed g olf frequ ently cou ld 
not be dev oting himself to the du ties of his of­ 
fice as he shou ld hav e. 
Yet President Harding 
u ltimately died in office, a v ictim of the strain 
th at the p residency p u ts on its occu p ants. 
In the same way , President Coolidg e was oc­ 
casionally criticized for his y achting trip s in the 
May flower, 
it was asserted that maintaining 
this y acht was a u seless ex p ense, and that the 
p resident shou ld be able to g et along withou t it. 
Bu t the cou ntry ou g ht to be willing to p ay a g ood 
p rice for the health of its p resident, and there is 
little dou bt that the chang e of scene and relax a­ 
tion g iv en by those trip s on the May flower help ed 
Coolidg e keep his p hy sical condition at p ar du r­ 
ing his time in the White Hou se. 
More recently there ha\e been ill-considered 
objections to President Hoov er s week-end camp 
on the Rap idan riv er. They can be answered in 
the same way . This camp help s the p resident to 
meet his onerou s du ties, and the nation ou g ht to 
be g lad to foot the bill. 
There are few7 johs on earth 11101 c wearing than 
the job that falls to the p resident of the United 
States. No m atter how he chooses to find his re­ 


creation—on the g olf links, on the deck of a 
y acht, or in a wilderness camp —his fellow-citi- 
zens ou g ht not to criticize him. The cou ntry is 
hardly entitled to ask its p resident to kill himself 
by ov erwork.

THE FIRST 50 YfeARS 
A g ood many of u s fall into the error of assu m­ 
ing th at becau se the av erag e ex p ectancy of life for 
the p eop le as a whole has g reatly increased du r­ 
ing the last forty or fifty y ears, the man who has 
escap ed the menaces and p erils of the first half 
centu ry of life is less u nder oblig ation than for­ 
merly to look ou t for his p hy sical welfare. 
It is tru e, of cou rse, that the baby born today 
has a far better chance of reaching the allotted 
sp an of three score y ears and ten than he wou ld 
hav e had only a comp arativ ely few y ears ag o; 
bu t it is not tru e, on the other hand, that the tra ­ 
ditional scrip tu ral allotment has been v ery larg e­ 
ly ex tended. 
In the lower ag e brackets, more liv es are being 
sav ed, bu t the life sp an itself has been v ery little 
affected by better hy g ienic, social and economic 
conditions. The maladies of childhood and the 
’teens hav e been encou rag ing ly su bordinated, bu t 
the so-called deg enerativ e diseases and certain 
others common to late middle life hav e been 
scarcely tou ched. 
As the Portland Oreg onian recently p ointed 
ou t, -the distinction between g reater ex p ectancy 
for all the p op u lation and increase of the u lti­ 
mate life term is imp ortant, becau se those who 
do not make it are ap t to acqu ire a false sense 
of secu rity .” 
It is not v ery difficu lt to forestall a consider­ 
able p ercentag e of the affilictions which menace 
the elderly by early adop tion of a sy stem of hy ­ 
g ienic liv ing , bu t we shou ld not fail to g iv e p rop er 
stress to the word "early ” in reaching this con­ 
clu sion.
